Drys have secretly believed that 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon and 
Internal Revenue Commissioner Blair, 
both of whom are over Haynes, are 
privately opposed to prohibition, Pin- 
chot did not allude to this in his 
speech, however. 

“The thing that has protected the 
liquor criminal from the law is poli- 
. tics,’ Pinchot said. ‘Politics first,

Bad whisky, with 
beer to help, has supplied the sinews 
of the war for bad politics, and poli- 
tics has returned the favor.” 

Making no effort to hide this mean- 
ing behind suave diplomatic language, 
Pinchot declared that:

4 BODIES FOUND 
IN WARE OF FIRE; 


DANGER NOT PAS 


Victims of Disastrous 
| Brush Blaze Believed To | 


Be Trapped Fire-Fight- 
ers. f 


Los Anseles, October -14.—The 
bodies of four unidentified persons | 
were recovered Sunday in 
of the disastrous brush fite which 
raged Saturday night over an area 
of 12 square miles between the cities 
of Glendale, Pasadena and Eagle 
lock. 

The four are believed to have been 
fire-fighters trapped by the onrush- 
ing flames in a pocket in the hills, 
although there is a possibility, how- 
ever, that they may have been resi- 
dents of some of the mvuntain esates 
or cabins of the district who made a 
desperate effort to rescue their ef- 
fects.

The fire was smouldering over the 
hills, and in the Arroyos during the 
afternoon. 
there is danger of its coming 
again somewhere over the large area 
if the wind continues .o rise. 

The flames were checked early Sun- 
day after a spectacular battle on the 
edge of the city of Eagle Rock, which 
slopes up on the side of the Verdigo 
hills, : 

All available apparatus from Los 
Angeles, Glendale and Pasadena aided 
in the battle, and more than 500 fire- 
fighters were engaged. A special crew 
of men was put on by the Southern 
California Edison Co., whose $3,000,- 
000 substation at Eagle Rock was in 
the path of the flames. 

On account of the smouldering fires, 
which make access to the burned-over 
district dangerous, noaccurate esti- 
mate has yet been placed on losses. 
The fact that the fire was spotty in 
its rush over the hills may have 
saved a number of the fine country 


estates high in the hills. A Jarge 
number of residences are known to 
have been consumed. 

Wind Keeps Danger Alive. 

Increased danger from further fires 
developed in the afternoon on account 
of the rising wind and the dry, blaz- 
ing heat of the sun. 

Fire patrols throughout the dis- 
trict were maintained during the day 
and organization work to kill the fire 
completely was under way. Men are 
being conscripted to fight the fire to 
replace those who were exhausted by

The biaze 
also seriously damaged furnishings 1m 
apartment No. 14, occupied ty Sin- 
clair S. Beck. Firemen made a report 
to the police that the blaze was of 
incendiary origin. 

“Too Sick” To Talk. 

While Mrs. Smith declared herself 
“too sick” to talk to a reporter for 
The Constitution, Hendricks appear- 
ed willing enough to give an_ inter- 
view. He declared that he knew noth- 
ing whatever about the origin of 
the firé, and although fire authori- 
ties reported that all doors and win- 


1dews to the apartment were closed, 


and that no one could possibly have 
entered, he stated that a window 
opening on the sleeping porch was 
open and that access could have been 
gained easily. 

Hendricks stated that he went up 
to Mrs. Smith’s apartment about 11 
o’clock Sunday morning, in answer to 
a request she made to him over the 
telephone a few minutes before, She 
wag crying, Hendricks stated, and in- 


sisted that “somebody was trying to” 


burn her out.” 

“When I got to the apartment I 
found a Miss Gillespie with Mrs. 
Smith. A few minutes later Detec- 
tives John Davis and J. D. Hump 
entefed the apartment, and after 
tulking a few minutes arrested Mrs. 
Smith and myself. 

“Knows Nothing of Fire.” 

“All they said was ‘let’s go.” J 
don’t understand even nuw way I was 
arrested. I know nothing of tke fire, 
but I do know that a window open- 
ing on the sleeping porch vas wide 
open and that anyone who wist.ed to, 
could have entered unobsetved. 

“Mrs. Smith never told me who was 
trying to ‘burn her out,’ bue said that 
she had been afraid to stay in the 
house Saturday night anu had gone to 
her father’s home with Miss Gillespie. 

“Mrs. Smith and her husband have 
been separated for about two mouths,” 
Hendricks continued. “I know noth-' 
ing of their differences. Before their 
separation I rented a ruom frcm them. 
Smith lives at the same address now 
that I do. I did not see him Sunday, 
however.’ 

Firemen reparted that after a thor- 
ough examination of the apartment 
that it was found windows and doors 
were closed and that no one could 
have entered the apartment wnob- 
served. 

Mrs. Smith and Hendricks vre held 
under a blanket charge of suspicion.

“One 
is the steadily increasing determina- 
tion of decent people to have the law 
enforced, he other is the steadily 
increasing violation of the law by the 
criminal elements. 

“The eighteenth amendment has 
been betrayed in the house of its 
friends. Measured by the respect ac- 
corded to it, it has failed, and the 
reason is that no sincere, intelligent 
and concerted nationwide effort has 
ever been made to enforce it. 

Can Be Enforced. 

“Tt is idle to suggest that the law 

cannot be enforeed. That the govern-

lawbreakers is simply unthinkable.

BRYAN SAYS OFFICIALS 
SHOULD BE “TEETOTALERS.” 

Washington, October 14.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—‘‘Prohibition will 
be strong in proportion as a strong 
total abstinence sentiment is back of 
it,’ William Jennings Brvan told the 
prohibition conference. “If the presi- 
dent and his cabinet, with the govern- 
ors and their advisers, would pub- 
licly announce that they are them- 
selves teetotalers and will not use 
intoxicating liquors’ themselves, it 
would do more to strengthen the pro- 
hibition sentiment of the nation than 
anything else could do.” 

Mr. Bryan also said the American 
government should announce its de- 
termination to enforce the law against 
liquor smugglers. 

“If other nations will not protect 
their own flags by excluding liquor 
from the ships carrying their flags,” 
the former secretary of state de- 
clared, “it is entirely within the right 
of ouf country to search every ship 
that comes within the three mile limit 
and throw overboard all liquor found. 
And it weuld cause as much trouble 
as the dumning of the tea in Boston 
harbor caused, 

“I am sure that friendly nations 
will before long recognize that it is 
not a manifestation of friendliness for 
them to protect deliberate violations 
of our law.” 

Local Authorities Lax, Too. 

Aside from the breaking up of 
smuggling, Mr. Bryan said two other 
things in connection with enforce- 
ment deserved attention, co-operation 
between nations, state and eity, and 
the appointment as prohibition agents 
of only such men as personally be- 
lieve in the law. 

Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt, 
assistant to the attorney general in 
charge of prohibition enforcement, said 
the president can by the constitution 
see thatthe lawis enforced,and ad- 
vocated a wholehearted co-operation 
of various government agencies in the 
work. Those she named included pro- 
hibition agents, postal inspectors, in- 
ternal revenue agents, the secret ser- 
vice, customs officers, the coast guard, 
United States marshals, department 
of justice agents and the inspectors 
and quasi-investigating groups of the 
various boards and bureaus of the 
federal government. 

Mrs. Willebrandt declared the mn- 
nicipal and state authorities should 
take care of the minor violations of 
the prohibition law, leaving the fed- 
eral government free for the more im- 
portant work of damming up the

“The eighteenth amendment has 
been betrayed in the house of its 
friends, Measured by the respect ac- 
corded to it, it has failed, and the 
reason is that no sincere, intelligent 
and concerted nationwide effort has 
ever been made to enforce it. 

Can Be Enforced. 

“Tt is idle to suggest that the law

BRYAN SAYS OFFICIALS 
SHOULD BE “TEETOTALERS.” 


Associated Press.)—‘‘Prohibition will 
be strong in proportion as a strong 
total abstinence sentiment is back of 
it,’ William Jennings Bryan told the 
prohibition conference. “If the presi- 
dent and his cabinet, with the govern- 
ors and their advisers, would pub- 
licly announce that they are them- 
selves teetotalers and will not use 
intoxicating liquors’ themselves, it 
would do more to strengthen the pro- 
hibition sentiment of the nation than 
‘anything else could do.” 

Mr. Bryan also said the American 
government should announce its de- 
termination to enforce the law against 
liquor smugglers. 

“If other nations will not protect 
their own flags by excluding liquor 
from the ships carrying their flags,” 
the former secretary of state de- 
clared, “it is entirely within the right 
of our country to search every ship 
that comes within the three mile limit 
and throw overboard all liquor found. 
And it would cause as much trouble 
as the dumning of the tea in Boston 
harbor caused, 

“IT am sure that friendly nations 
will before long reeognize that it is 
not a manifestation of friendliness for 
them to protect deliberate violations 
of our law.” 

Local Authorities Lax, Too. 

Aside from the breaking up of 
smuggling, Mr. Brvan said two other 
things in connection with enforce- 
ment deserved attention, co-operation 
between nations, state and eity, and 
the appointment as prohibition agents 
of only such men as personally be- 
lieve in the law. 

Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt, 
assistant to the attorney general in 
charge of prohibition enforcement, said 
the president can. by the constitution 
see thatthe lawis enforced, and ad- 
voeated a wholehearted co-operation 
of various government agencies in the 
work. Those she named included pro- 
hibition agents, postal inspectors, in- 
ternal revenue agents, the secret ser- 
vice, customs officers, the coast guard, 
United States marshals, department 
of justice agents and the inspectors 
and quasi-investigating groups of the 
various boards and bureaus of the 
federal government. 

Mrs. Willebrandt declared the mu- 
nicipal and state authorities should 
take care of the minor violations of 
the prohibition law, leaving the fed- 
eral government free for the more im- 
portant work of damming up the 
source of supply in this country and 
the breaking up of smuggling of 
liquor.

They have labored unselfishly and 
earnestly and impartially and gin- 
cerely in their tasks of trying to find 
out what the people of this state 
want in the way of tax reform, if 
anything. 

They visited a half dozen big cit- 
ies, and spent a couple of hours in 
the town of Dawson.

IN SADDER VEIN. 

Veins are very disappointing to the 
student of anatomy who has studied 
the pictures in doctor books before- 
hand. They don’t look blue at all; 
neither do the arteries look red. 
They all look much alike—pale pink. 
There are many disappointments like 
that in store for the medical student. 
Even the famous red blood corpuscles 
are not red at all, but a pale salmon 
color when you get one or two

The veins of the limbs, if you know 
what I mean, lie nearer the surface 
than the arteries do, as a rule; there- 
fore, when we wish to aid the circula- 
tior by rubbing or massage we should 
rib toward the heart.

RED MAIL FLOOD 


Washington, October 14.—Enforce- 
ment of section five of the criminal 


of criminal communication and supply 
between the soviet government and 
reds in America” was asked by offi- 
cials representing various organiza- 
tions in a joint letter submitted to 
President Coolidge and made public 
today.

Cutting lines of communication 
between Russia and the United 
States, the letter asserted, is entire- 
ly a federal matter in that no state 
can deal with criminal correspondence 
with foreign governments. Without en- 
forcement of section five, it was add-‘ 
ed, the publie opinion and institutions 
of this country “are at the mercy of 
any revolutionary foreign government 
desiring to corrupt or overthrow them 
by paid propaganda and the main- 
tenance of criminal agents and fac- 
tories in the United States.”

Says Zangwill 


New York, October 14—The forces 
of Israel must mobilize against an- 
other war, and rathér than “throw a 
mateh into such a powder factory 
as the globe has become,” forego their 
political hopes in Palestine, it was 
declared tonight by Israe]. Zangwill, 
Jewish author and _ publicist, who 


spoke before the American Jewish 
congress here. He arrived from Eng- 
land recently. 

“There was a moment when a Jew- 
ish state might have arisen in Pales- 
tine,” he said, “but the hour of des- 
tiny has passed.” 

Arraigning what he termed the 
“political mishandling of Palestine” 
by England, Mr. Zangwill rsserted 
that the recent Carlsbad congress had 
been too late with its protests against 
the fact that not even “state ‘ands 
waste lands” had been alloted to 
the Zionists and that the Jews were 
not to be given the right to control 


their own immigration in Palestine.
